Down  through  the  years  the  Old  Trail,  though  it  has 
undergone  the  changes  of  civilization,  has  supported  its  burden 
of  human  travel.  Generations  have  come  and  gone,  yet  it  has 
withstood  it  all.  From  the  standpoint  of  the  seniors  leaving  the 
school  portals,  that  Trail  is  symbolic  of  Life’s  Road.  With 
slightly  faltering  footsteps,  we  place  our  feet  upon  its  vast 
expanse.  No  matter  how  intensely  we  look,  we  cannot  see  into 
the  foggy  future,  but  we  do  have  a  very  comforting  thought. 
Our  beginnings  are  founded  true,  with  good,  deep  roots.  The 
future  now  looks  a  bit  brighter.  We  step  upon  the  Trail  with  a 
lift  of  the  shoulders  and  place  our  feet  with  the  confidence  of 
Youth  who  have  a  Heritage.
